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NURSING SHORTFALL 


A quarter of mental health nurse roles not filled across south west London 


REPORTER 
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RETAINING and recruiting men¬ 
tal health nurses remains a chal¬ 
lenge across south west London as 
figures show almost a quarter of 
roles are unfilled. 

According to figures com¬ 
piled by South West London and 
St George’s mental health trust 
(SWLSTG), nursing vacancy lev¬ 
els were as high as 24.7 per cent in 
June 2016—more than 6 per cent 
higher than the trust’s overall va¬ 
cancy levels. 

The trust’s bosses said the lack 
of a “co-ordinated recruitment 
drive” using overly restrictive cri¬ 
teria was responsible. 

But a new joined-up approach 
is showing immediate progress, 
they added. 

Nursing director Vanessa Ford 
said: “Nursing recruitment re¬ 
mains a challenge across the coun¬ 
try and we are pleased to say that 
in the past six months we have had 
54 nurses join the trust. 

“We have seen a 22 per cent in¬ 
crease in offers and will contin¬ 
ue to work hard recruiting more 
nursing staff, who are indispen¬ 
sable to the care of mental health 
patients.” 

SWLSTG said it was holding 
interviews more frequently and 
sooner after prospective nurses 
had applied. It has also offered ap¬ 
plicants extra short-term funding. 

Turnover in nursing staff has 
dropped from 19.1 to 16.3 per cent 
in the last year, with a month-on- 
month decline recorded since Feb¬ 
ruary. The figure remains above 
the trust’s 15 per cent target. 

Bosses will meet today to dis¬ 
cuss the numbers, as a report also 
showed beds were in such high de¬ 
mand that mental health patients 
were being transferred to hospi¬ 
tals outside the trust, including 
private ones. 

In June, a Royal College of 
Nursing survey of nurses from 
across London revealed that less 
than a fifth believed the capital’s 
health services can cope with in¬ 
creasing strain. 

London regional director Ber- 
nell Bussue said: “The Govern-

ment needs to accept that unless 
there is significant investment 
there will simply not be enough 
nurses available to deliver servic¬ 
es. 

“An overstretched service can¬ 
not just be expected to do keep do¬ 
ing more with the same resources 
without putting patients at risk.” 

The high vacancy rate in nurs¬ 
ing has also led to an increase in 


spending on agency staff. SWL¬ 
STG spent £476,000 in May, which 
is £40,000 more than the monthly 
average for 2015-16. 

The trust is responsible for nu¬ 
merous specialist services across 
Kingston, Richmond, Merton, 
Wandsworth and Sutton including 
treatment for young people. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry said: “The lack of 


training places remains a huge 
issue with two out of every three 
people who apply for nursing de¬ 
grees currently being turned away. 

“I am in touch regularly with 
SWLSTG’s chair and chief execu¬ 
tive, and recently had a very use¬ 
ful meeting with staff at Tolworth 
Hospital where I was able to raise 
concerns brought to me by local 
residents.”

Guilty of 
lewd act 

A man has been found guilty 
of inciting an autistic boy to 
give oral sex in cafe toilets on 
Christmas Eve. 

Zafer Dine, 40, of Gibraltar 
Crescent, Epsom, was found 
guilty last Monday of incit¬ 
ing the 14-year-old to engage 
in sexual activity 

It was said to have hap¬ 
pened in the toilets of the 
Manor Cafe in New Malden, 
which Dine owned, on Christ¬ 
mas Eve 2014. 

The boy’s mother broke 
down in tears during the tri¬ 
al as she told the court her 
son had returned home from 
carol singing, then visited 
the cafe, before he returned 
again and told her of the act. 

She said that her son told 
her that he had “sucked his 
d*** and kissed him” in the 
cafe toilets after he had asked 
Dine if he could use the loo. 

She told the court Dine had 
previously blown kisses at 
her and son which she had 
thought was “weird”. 

But reading a statement 
of agreed facts, prosecutor 
Kevin Barry had said the 
teen “mixes truth and fan¬ 
tasy” and liked “making up 
stories to get other people’s 
attention and sympathy”. 

Dine, who told jurors he 
was married with three chil¬ 
dren, will be sentenced at 
Kingston Crown Court on 
September 26.

KILLJOY Corbynites have 
forced a Surbiton parody 
Twitter account to change its 
name after it poked fun at the 
Labour leader and the group 
that exists to promote him. 

@MomentumSurb had 
racked up 500 followers, and 
almost as many complaints, 
after a series of tweets in 
which they called themselves 
“100 per cent copper-plated 
gold standard Corbyn fanat¬ 
ics” and branded the people 
who oppose them “bastards”. 

After an online Kingston 
Guardian article last Tues¬ 
day the account reached 
more than 800 followers and 
was forced to change its 
name to @MoanmentumSurb 
after a series of complaints 
to Twitter by fans of Mr Cor¬ 
byn. 

The account still claims it 
is the “best thing to come out 
of Surbiton since the A3”. 

It adds: “The women make 
the tea, the men make the 
decisions. Same as in #Cor- 


byn’s office.” 

One of the women behind 
the account says it was set up 
for serious reasons. 

She said: “It’s impossible to 
argue with Corbyn support¬ 
ers as many of them - not all 
but a lot of them - behave as 
if they’re part of a cult. 

“They will accept no crit¬ 
icism and truly seem to 
believe Jeremy can do no 
wrong. We are a few Labour 
party members who think 
Corbyn is doing immense 
harm to the party. We are the 


voice of the moderates. 

“The only way to make our 
point was to parody the way 
some Corbynites talk. 

“Everything we tweet is 
taken from a forum or com¬ 
ment made by a real Corbyn 
supporter and it’s interesting 
how some have assumed such 
comments were made entire¬ 
ly seriously” 

She added: “Twitter 

emailed us to say they’ve 
had a complaint and we must 
change our name and our bio 
to make it clear we’re a par¬ 


ody account. This we have 
done. If we hadn’t complied 
they’d have shut us down. 

Momentum is a grassroots 
Labour group that “builds on 
the energy and enthusiasm 
from the Jeremy Corbyn for 
Labour Leader campaign”. 

Suspicions were raised 
about the validity of the ac¬ 
count after a series of seem¬ 
ingly sarcastic tweets. One 
read: “Momentum is running 
this Labour Leadership elec¬ 
tion so if you don’t vote Cor¬ 
byn we will know AND WE 
WILL FIND YOU!!!!!” 

The people behind the ac¬ 
count say they want to draw 
attention to the aggression of 
some Corbyn supporters, in¬ 
cluding perceived anti-Semi¬ 
tism in the party. 

An account administrator 
said: “We were horrified our 
local Labour party voted to 
support Corbyn in the leader¬ 
ship election. That is not the 
way to win people back.” 

One Corbyn backer asked 
on Twitter: “Why would an¬ 
yone play such immature 
games? Ridiculous.” 

The official Momentum po¬ 
litical group did not respond

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Sir sacked after pupil found ‘sexualised’ pictures on internet 


School pays out after 
firing teacher over art

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A NEW Malden school has paid 
out to a teacher who was fired af¬ 
ter his “sexualised” artist choice 
led a pupil to search for explicit 
images online. 

Peter Knowles, 54, was head 
of art at Coombe Boys’ School 
when he chose surrealist art¬ 
ist HR Giger as the subject of a 
GCSE class in autumn 2013. 

He was also accused of “pre¬ 
tending to want to cut the beard 
of a Muslim pupil” in a series of 
allegations that led to his sus¬ 
pension in December 2013 and 
eventual dismissal for gross mis¬ 
conduct. 

But after an employment tri¬ 
bunal in Croydon, Coombe Boys’ 
School settled the case with Mr 
Knowles last Monday. 

Mr Knowles, who now lives 
in Dorking, signed a non-disclo¬ 
sure agreement with the school, 
prohibiting him from releasing 
details of the settlement. 

He was not at Coombe Boys’ 
when the pupil googled Giger, 
who is included on the national 


curriculum, and the class was 
being overseen by a fellow teach¬ 
er. 

In a statement submitted to 
the court, head teacher Deborah 
Walls said: “Boys especially are 
very easily influenced and some 
of the Giger images, I felt, were 
far too sexualised.” 

A local authority designated 
officer from Kingston Council 
met with Mrs Walls in October 
2014, but found that Mr Knowles 


had “not acted in a way which 
questioned his suitability to 
work with children”. 

Despite this, Mrs Walls con¬ 
tinued to believe Mr Knowles 
had still acted “entirely inappro¬ 
priately”, the tribunal heard. 

In written evidence Mr Know¬ 
les said his career and family 
had been “irreparably dam¬ 
aged” by the allegations. 

The school could not be 
reached for comment.

SCHOOLS across Kingston 
celebrated their best ever 
GCSE results despite a na¬ 
tional decline in good grades. 

Most Kingston schools far 
exceeded the national aver¬ 
age of 66.9 per cent with five 
A* to Cs, and many reported 
a significant jump in scores. 

Coombe Girls’ School re¬ 
corded its best ever results 
with 88 per cent of Year 11 
students achieving five A* to 
C grades including English 
and maths. 

The boys’ school also did 
well, notching a seven per 
cent increase on last year’s 
results, with 82 per cent of 
students getting five A* to Cs. 

Head teacher David Smith 
said: “It is wonderful to have 
this confirmation of the out¬ 
standing work by the staff 
and students at the school.” 

Chessington Community 
College also recorded its best 
ever results with 66 per cent 


getting five A* to C grades, 
including English and maths. 

Some of the college’s top 
achievers included Callum 
Paul who got 12 A* to A 
grades and Dyar Hussain 
who achieved 11 A* to A 
grades. 

Head teacher Ashraf Ali 
said: “I am proud of each stu¬ 
dent who outperformed even 
their own expectations.” 


Dyar added: “I’m over the 
moon.” 

Southborough High, where 
37 per cent of grades were 
A*s and As, organised an 
Olympic-themed photoshoot 
to celebrate their gold stand¬ 
ard results. 

At Richard Challoner 82 
per cent gained five A* to C 
grades, including English 
and maths. 


Deputy head Ian O’Brien 
said: “We know that they will 
be able to rise to the challeng¬ 
es ahead.” 

Hollyfield School, which 
was rated ‘good’ by Ofsted in 
May two years after being or¬ 
dered to improve, saw 78 per 
cent of students come away 
with five A* to Cs. 

Tiffin School saw a slight 
decline in results but still 
reported some of the best in 
the borough. 

Boys’ A* grades were down 
four percentage points on 
last year but students saw 
98 per cent A* to C grades in 
every subject overall. 

Aditya Deshpande, 16, got 
10 A*s, an A and a B. 

He said: “I put it down to 
my parents. They were the 
ones making sure I wasn’t 
staying up all night watching 
Netflix.” 

Tiffin Girls did outstand¬ 
ingly well, with every pupil 
passing every subject, while 
64 per cent of all grades were 
A*. 

Surbiton High School also 
reported a 100 per cent pass 
rate. 


Prisoners 
to receive 
free books 

THE Metropolitan Police will 
give out free books to prison¬ 
ers in all its London cells. 

The project, called ‘Books 
in Nicks’, will work with 
the charity Give A Book to 
offer detainees all across the 
capital the chance to choose 
a book from over 30 titles, 
which they can keep free of 
charge. 

‘Books in Nicks’ came into 
being after Special Constable 
Steve Whitmore was asked by 
an 18-year-old detainee, who 
had been arrested for assault 
and possession of drugs, if 
he could borrow a book while 
in custody earlier this year. 

SC Whitmore lent the man 
his own book, Catcher in the 
Rye, and told him he could 
keep it. 

SC Whitmore said: “The 
look on his face was amaz¬ 
ing, his attitude and hostil¬ 
ity towards me completely 
changed and it created com¬ 
mon ground for us to talk 
about.”

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THIS month, the death of the 
fifth cyclist this year in Lon¬ 
don was confirmed by the 
Metropolitan Police. 

John Still, a 67-year- 
old from Lambeth, 
died in hospital 11 
days after he was 
hit by a car in 
Madeira Road, 

Mitcham, on 
April 19. 

His death joins 
those of Christo¬ 
pher Hope, 58, who 
died on May 15 four 
days after he was hit by a 
car in Rainham Road, Horn¬ 
church, 25-year-old student 
Magda Tadaj, who was hit by 
a lorry on May 23 in St James’ 
Way, Croydon, father-of-three 
Dan Stephenson, 45, who was 
hit by a bus in Aldwych on 
June 5, and 75-year-old Frank 
Cubis, who died on July 5 - a 
month after he was hit by a 
van in Ealing. 

And even this year’s cele¬ 
bration of all things cycling 
in the capital, Ride London, 
was marred by tragedy, after 
48-year-old rider Robin Chard 
collapsed and died from a 
cardiac arrest on Kingston 
Bridge. 

The event was brought to a 
halt after two serious crashes 
in Pyrford, near Woking, and 
Thames Ditton, which led to 
two riders being airlifted to 
hospital after one crashed 
into a tree and another re¬ 
ceived a serious head injury 
after falling off his bike. 

So is enough being done to 
protect cyclists on our roads?

Gears for fears 


As Team GB’s riders rake in ever more Olympic medals, our love 
of cycling is only growing. But how safe are the roads of our capital,and 
what can be done to make them safer? PIPPA ALLEN-KINR0SS reports 


Bristow, said: “Although 
Brake actively encourages 
cycling, we understand this 
clearly has to be done in a 
safe environment where lives 
are not put in danger. 

“Travelling on a bike needs 
to be supported by the correct 
infrastructure, such as traf¬ 
fic-free and segregated paths, 
and slower speed limits. 

“Unfortunately, many of 
our cities are not equipped 
to handle high volumes of 
cyclists. While we appreciate 
councils face making some 
challenging decisions to save 
money, they also have a duty 
to provide cyclists with safe

and sustainable ways to use 
our roads.” 

Deaths to cyclists in Lon¬ 
don peaked at 16 in 2011, the 
highest since 19 people lost 
their lives in 2006, before a 
steady reduction with 14 re¬ 
corded in 2012 and 2013, and 
13 in 2014. The figure dropped 
to nine last year. 

Campaigns co-ordinator at 
Cycling UK, Sam Jones, said 
he believed that London was 
miles ahead of the rest of 
the country when it came to 
cycling safety, including the 
introduction of cycling su¬ 
perhighways. 

Mr Jones said: “London is

doing a lot of good work in 
terms of making conditions 
better for cyclists. It’s about 
keeping that space for cy¬ 
cling, and making it safer. 

“There’s far fewer lorries 
than cars on the road, but 
they claim the lion’s share 
of accidents with cyclists, 
particularly in London. 
That’s why we are pleased 
that [Mayor of London] 
Sadiq Khan has committed 
to increasing the number of 


safer direct vision lorries on 
London’s roads, which help to 
tackle blind spots. 

“London isn’t perfect by 
any means, but we have seen 
definite investment going into 
making cycling safer across 
the capital. Compared to the 
rest of the country, London 
has got it pretty good.”

IN CONTROL 


Sci-fi thrillers from the last 30 years invariably owe a debt to a certain 
Ridley Scott, but perhaps that more true for Morgan than most. 

The story of a synthetic human with unimaginable powers going rogue 
is directed by the legendary Alien and Blade Runner director's son, Luke, 
while Sir Ridley produces. 

Luke has worked as a second unit director on his dad's films Exodus: 
Gods and Kings and The Martian. Morgan is his feature film debut and 
stars Kate Mara (pictured), Anya Taylor-Joy, Toby Jones, Paul Giamatti 
and Jennifer Jason Leigh. 

Ahead of its release on September 2, Luke Scott discussed the film with 
What's On's film critic MARK FOKER... 


Assembling this cast was beyond my 
wildest dreams. How was I going to handle 
these great actors? It was overwhelming. 

I had to look as though I knew what I was 
doing. Actually. I just let them 
get on with it... 


This is your directing debut in a fea¬ 
ture film. How did this differ from 
some of your previous directing pro¬ 
jects? I suppose the main difference is 
that you have a much larger responsibil¬ 
ity on your shoulders. Although having 
said that, every directing experience has 
their unique issues from commercials to 
movies. You just need to work things out 
— do your homework. 

Had you been actively looking for 
a particular script and movie to 
come along that you and your father 
(Ridley Scott) could collaborate on 
as equals? Not really. It was mostly 
because my dad's company Scott Free 
was involved, so the opportunity was just 
there. We both work for the company so 
it just made sense. 

How did you get together with script 
writer Seth Owen. Did you contact 
him or did he approach you? That's 
a good question. I had made a short film 
called Loom which I was also learning 
how to use a new 3D camera. 

It was a kind of sci-fi Frankenstein story 
with actor Giovanni Ribisi who creates an 
artificial girl and hides her in the genetics 
factory where he is a quality control man¬ 
ager. Seth expanded on the ideas in Loom 
which became the inspiration for Morgan. 
Writers and film makers seem ob¬ 
sessed with bio engineered and 
synthetic human evolution. How far 
away do you think we are for this to 
be a reality and should we be tam¬ 
pering with nature? For the film we 
researched how synthetic humans would 
look, which was native to our Morgan 
and this defined the character. 

This was before Ex-Machina (2015) 
which was actually an android whereas 
our Morgan was a synthetic creation and 
not a machine. Although some may say 
that humans are remarkable machines. 
There are already bio technology gene 
editing tools out there. 

On that subject. Where did you find 


actress Anya Taylor-Joy who por¬ 
trays Morgan and what made her 
stand out from the other actors who 
auditioned for the role or was she 
your first choice? No we did audition 
many people and it was a tough group. 
But with Anya we saw a copy of The 
Witch (2015) where she played Thomasin 
and she showed so much sensitivity and 
craft for a debut. She came in and was 
just so perfect for the part. 


Talking of which you have a great 
cast assembled for this film. With 
the likes of Paul Giamatti, Toby 
Jones and Kate Mara, all of who 
have appeared as Marvel mov¬ 
ie characters so no strangers to 
sci-fi. Plus, you also have Jennifer 
Jason Leigh. Did you choose your 
cast yourself? Yes... my God! Assem¬ 
bling this cast was beyond my wildest 
dreams. How was I going to handling 
these great actors? It was overwhelming. 
I had to look as though I knew what I was 
doing. Actually I just let them get on with 
it. I couldn't have asked for a better cast. 
If you could direct any one of your 
father's classic films which one 
would you choose? Wow! Tough ques¬ 
tion. Hmm I do like Alien and Blade Run¬ 
ner but to be honest I think I'd go forThe 
Duellist (1977). It's always been one of 
my favourites and I love its purity.

Goldstick said: "Part of my at¬ 
traction to this project is that we 
don't get to do all our episodes 
before we start filming in America. 


I've been doing it for 25 years. 

'This is the chance to write a 
novel. It feels like a prologue, I 
know I get to write a second and 
third and this is all going to build 
and we can take our time."

SURBITON’S director of 
hockey Brett Garrard says 
Team GB’s women’s hockey 
gold is an opportunity that 
must be grasped to grow the 
game in Britain and wants a 
medal to visit every club in 
the country. 

Surbiton trio Hollie Webb, 
Georgie Twigg and Giselle 
Ansley, in Team GB colours, 
beat the Netherlands 2-0 in a 
penalty shuffle shootout after 
the scores had finished 3-3 in 
last month’s final. 

It is the first Olympic gold 
for GB’s hockey programme 
and the women finished 
the tournament unbeaten 
in eight games, winning all 
matches, except the final, in 
normal time. 

Garrard said: “What they 
have done is an incredible 
achievement when you con¬ 
sider the journey they have 
been on. 

“Two years ago they fin¬ 
ished 11th or 12th in the 
World Cup and since then 
they have won a Common¬ 


wealth Games silver and a 
European gold. They don’t 
know how to lose.” 

He added: “This is a unique 
opportunity for grassroots 
hockey and clubs like us need 
to grab it with both hands. 

“I’d like to see these girls 
take their medals to every 
club in the country to inspire 
the next generation.” 

Garrard, Britain’s most 
capped men’s hockey player, 
is working hard to set up a 
homecoming party for Webb, 
Twigg and Ansley, but he 
will not rush them back into 
Women’s Hockey League Pre¬ 
mier Division action until 
they are ready 

“This changes everything. 
I want them to enjoy the mo¬ 
ment for as long as it feels 
right and it will be business 
as usual when they come 
back,” he added. 

When they do return it will 
be Webb - playing in her first 
Olympics - who will hold the 
bragging rights at Sugden 
Road after her penalty shuf¬ 
fle stroke clinched the gold. 

And Garrard revealed it 
had been made in Surbiton. 

“It was the mirror image
